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Continuation of 7. Applicant has canceled new claims 79-80 and corrected 112 2 issues. 

Continuation of 1 1 . Applicant argues that Meyer's rollers 35, 36 cannot decelerate with a drive device since the rollers are journaied for 
rotation on each axle shaft by means of two internal bearings. Examiner disagrees with the applicant because applicant is relying on the 
passage stated at the bottom of column 4 only. Meyer teaches the rollers 35, 36 journaied for rotation on each axle shaft with bearings 
and at the end of each shaft, Meyer discloses a drive mechanism using chain loops 126, 1 15, 1 18 and pneumatic actuators 96, 97, which 
are connected to the shaft, see figures 4-5, and in column 5, lines 28-35 and column 7, lines 21-30. Thus, the rollers can decelerate with 
a drive device. 
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
